On the Threshold 


AY marks the beginning of the gradu- 

ation season. Tens of thousands of 

young people step forward to wider 
responsibilities and opportunities, and, in spite 
of the joyfulness of the coming of vacation 
and the joking tone with which boys and girls 
always prefer to speak of their progress in 
studies, there is an inevitable feeling of seri- 
ousness in the breaking of one habit of life 
or study and the beginning of another. 
Whether graduation be from grade. school, 
from high school or from college, there is 
bound to be a slight pause on the threshold 
to survey the new country. 

At just that time, some forms of advice 
fall on deaf ears, as each new graduate in- 
stinctively understands that many, if not most, 
of the decisions ahead, must be made by the 
individual from his own wisdom and experi- 
ence and not from the preachment of others. 
At this time, a graduate is exceptionally 
fortunate if there can come to his or her 
hand in book form some of the quiet wisdom 
that books contain, not, perhaps, in the form 
of open guidance or advice but by some pic- 
ture of life, thought thru a little further than 
a passing moment is likely to see it. 

Parents and friends who sense the im- 
portance of graduation day have all too little 
realized the opportunity that books open to 
them as a means of passing to the young just 
the message that they wish to convey. 
As years go on, this custom of giving books 
will very greatly increase. It is so obviously 
the best answer to the needs of the occasion 
that it cannot be otherwise. 

Some people ask, “Books? Yes. What kind 
of book?” The one quality that can be cer- 
tainly specified is that it is to be a book to 
keep. It ought to look to the recipient like a 
part of a permanent library. That does not 
mean that it is restricted to any limited field 
of literature. Secondly, if possible, it should 
bear a flavor of the personal interest and 
character of the giver, and booksellers can 
help very concretely in the selection.

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A Mutual ‘Book Interest’ 


HE celebration of Boys’ Week has found 

many ways to stress the interest of the 

community in what has been called “the 
nation’s greatest asset,” and it is to be noticed 
that in this celebration there has been frequent 
emphasis on the importance of what a book 
can do for the boy in developing his greatest 
potential possibilities. 

In connection with the big celebration in 
Boston, a list of books,.given general circula- 
tion, was prepared by Claude G. Leland, 
Superintendent of ‘School Libraries, and sev- 
eral of the committees gave out hundreds of 
copies of the post-card Lincoln picture con- 
taining the motto, “Good Books Build Char- 
acter.” 

Boys’ Week has been of as much value to 
the man as to the boy, and it is very signi- 
ficant that the active men’s clubs, such as 
the Rotary, Kewanis and Lions, have found 
in boys’ work a field of usefulness that’ has 
very strongly appealed to their sympathies and 
enthusiasm. The coming together of the boy 
and the man has been greatly strengthened by 
the increase of out-door activities, by the 
development of Scout troops and boys’ clubs, 
by the community efforts in establishing boys’ 
camps and by the general realization on both 
sides of the real pleasure that comes from 
closer father and son relationship. 


The function of the book in this develop- 
ment is very important. It gives boy and 
man common entrance into a wider knowledge 
of the out-of-doors, and therefore a common 
enjoyment of life in the open, and , for the 
shut-in days, supplies common enjoyments and 
common vistas. The books for the older boy 
do not differ so materially from the books for 
the adult. We see on the list of boys’ books 
which is mentioned above such volumes as 
Stevenson’s “Black Arrow” and “Kidnapped,” 
Mark Twain’s “Tom Sawyer” and “Huck 
Finn,” Zane Grey’s “Riders of the Purple 
Sage,” Ajltsheler’s “Sun of Saratoga” and 
“Young Trailers,’ Hagedorn’s “Life of Roose- 
velt,” Lodge’s “George Washington,” Mill’s 
“Wild Life on the Rockies” and Parkman’s 
“Oregon Trail.” 


Such books may be the common property of 
the boy and his father and, what is of the 
utmost importance, will be found instrumental 
in bridging the differences of years and in- 
terests. 














Copyright Complications 


HE situation in the copyright field is this 
week gloomy indeed and complicated jn 
many directions. The Tincher bi]. which 
was praised so highly last week in the conven. 

tion report of the Book Buying Committee 9; 
the American Library Association, has been 
condemned in drastic terms by Dr. Réthilis. 
berger, secretary of the Berne Convention, jp 
his discussion in Le Droit d’Auteur of March 
15th. “The inclusion of the manufacturing 
clause in the Tincher bill quarrels with the spirit 
of the Union Convention. It is a bastard meas- 
ure. In this regard we advise the promoters of 
the new bill to go back to the Lodge-Davis 
Bill and wait a little until they can convince 
the representatives of the material interests of 
the absurdity of the policy of contrariness and 
until they can obtain the total suppression of 
the clause, rather than to hurry up things and 
enter the Union with this cumbersome, com. 
promising and: antiquated baggage.” 

The employing printers of New York have 
taken the initiative to make further investiga- 
tions into the various aspects of this situation 
and they find that the Unions are going to 
insist on the manufacturing clause as applied 
to American and resident authors. The objec- 
tion to this was that it might cause complica- 
tions in Canada, and this is borne out by the 
report just received that the licensing clauses 
in Canada are likely to be accepted, making the 
situation of American authors in Canada very 
precarious, both fer book and magazine pub- 
lishers. The bill that would accomplish this has 
passed the House of Representatives at Ottawa, 
is urged by the Government and will now have 
its hearings in the Senate. 


Stamp Collecting Championship 


HERE is to be an exhibit and prize con- 
test in London in May in the stamp col- 
lecting field, and many entries to the 

contest have been made from this country. 
The promoters report that there are collections 
existing which are valued at from $100,000 to 
$250,000, while one exhibitor alone has differ- 
ent collections valued up to $500,000. 

These figures for stamps always make the 
prices of books, no matter what figures they 
reach, seem moderate, indeed. In recent years, 
a single stamp has brought as much as the 
finest known copy of the First Folio Shake- 
speare. 
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\ enterprise which gives a significant in- 
A sicht into the possibilities of trade associ- 

ations is being worked out in Germany in 
the form of the Abrechnungsgenossenschaft 
Deutscher Buchhandler or the Accounting 
Association of the German Book-trade. 

The constant changing of money values, of 
postal regulations, and of sales taxes had ren- 
dered business increasingly and almost impossi- 
bly complicated. The retarded payment of bills 
in a depreciated currency and the expense and 
ineffectuality of carrying on an elaborate sys- 
tem of dunning resulted in a business operated 
to a great extent on a C.O.D. basis. This 
method, however, only introduced new complica- 
tions. Packages not paid for on delivery were 
returned to the sender at considerable expense, 
the costs of carriage being high. A corre- 
spondence resulted between publisher and book- 
seller which, in view of postal rates, con- 
tributed greatly to the cost and more to the 
general difficulty of doing business. 

As a partial relief from this condition 
Robert Voigtlander, a prominent Leipzig pub- 
lisher, and a group of his associates conceived 
the idea that a common bookkeeping center for 
booksellers and publishers, keeping accounts on 
a credit basis, payments to be made at certain 
intervals, would at least insure a uniform usage 
by both parties to a transaction at a time when 
the continual changing of such factors as sales 
taxes and money values gave rise to endless 
misunderstandings. They also felt that for two 
reasons it would alleviate the burden of late 
payments which have been such a hindrance to 
publishers. In the first place a bookseller would 
be far less likely to neglect his credit with an 
account which involved a large number of pub- 
lishers than an account with an individual 
publisher. In the second place the cost of 
operating a system of collection could be 
divided among all the publishers subscribing 
to the Genossenschaft instead of being borne in 
its entirety by each publisher separately. 

The Allgemeine Deutsche Creditanstalt, a 
bank in Leipzig, has ever since the organization 
ot the German book-trade been operating for it 
with considerable success a general clearing 
house for the ordering and delivering of books, 
much on the order of the French Maison du 
Livre. On the basis of the bank’s very satis- 
factory experience with this previous enterprise, 
it agreed to undertake the operation of Voigt- 
lander’s new scheme on a percentage basis. 
With this encouragement the details of the ac- 
Counting center were worked out. The modus 








German Co-Operative Accounting 
By Margery Leve Loeb 


operandi can best be explained by following 
thru. one transaction. For the sake of 
simplicity the Allgemeine Deutsche Creditan- 
stalt will hereinafter be called the Bank. 

A publisher receives an order from a book- 
seller, At the same time that he sends the bill 
to his customer he sends a claim blank in dupli- 
cate to the Bank. The Bank credits the pub- 
lisher with the proper amounts and charges 
them to the bookseller. He then forwards one 
copy of the claim to the bookseller. The book- 
seller pastes his copy of the claim on the 
corresponding bill which he has received from 
the publisher, and so far as the publisher is con- 
cerned, the transaction is over. Once a week 
the Bank sends a statement to the bookseller 
and allows three weeks time for payment. This 
time limit is very rigidly adhered to and a 
further allowance is made only under very 
exceptional circumstances, In case the money 
cannot be collected, or is only partially col- 
lected, the loss is borne by the Genossenschaft. 
However, except in cases of actual bankruptcy 
it is very unusual to have any trouble with pay- 
ments, since a failure to meet obligations to the 
Genossenschaft would serve to ruin the credit 
of a bookstore with practically every important 
publisher in Germany. At worst the amount 
lost cannot be overwhelming, since it cannot 
represent more than the purchases extending 
over three weeks. 

The publishers will also receive weekly state- 
ments of account and interest will be paid them 
by the Bank at the current rate for any credit 
they may carry above the amount of 5000 M. 

If a charge is made against a bookseller 
which he does not recognize, he is entitled to 
file a counter claim against the publisher, and 
that sum will be deducted from the publisher’s 
account and a copy of the counter claim sent 
him. The publisher can then investigate the 
matter to ascertain whether or not the error 
was his and any ensuing correspondence must 
be carried on direct between him and the book- 
seller, 

In the case of the return of books the pro- 
cedure is the same as for an unrecognized 
charge, the bookseller filing a counter claim 
against the publisher. 

Whether this whole mode of procedure will 
result in a tangle of complications or in a great 
simplification of labor depends on the intelli- 
gence with which it is carried on. Co-operation 
and the exercise of their best judgment is ex- 
pected on the part of all members. Precautions 
must be taken against the filing of claims and

The Bank credits the totals at the base of 
these sheets to the publisher, and retains the 
left hand side as its record.

It 
charges the bookstore with the total of its 
purchases for the day, and mails it the littl 
bundle of slips by registered mail. These the 
bookstore attaches to the corresponding Dill 
which it has received from the publisher, and 
adjustments are made as described in the ac- 
companying text. 
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counter claims before the payee can be aware 
or have a record of the transaction which 
justifies those claims, i. e., a publisher must not 
send in his claims until he has reason to believe 
that the books he has charged on them have 
been received by the bookseller, and similarly a 
bookseller should not file a counter claim until 
he knows that the publisher has accepted the 
return which the claim covers. A_ continued 
laxness in the observation of these precautions 
on the part of a subscriber is a ground for 
expulsion from the Genossenschaft. - Another 
practice which will not be tolerated is the filing 
by a bookstore, of a number of counter claims 
which have no basis whatsoever and which 
must eventually be charged back to it, for the 
purpose of delaying payment. 


In order to simplify relations with foreign 
bookstores, accounts will: be carried in the 
currencies of all countries, so that a bookseller 
from any part of Europe or America can do 
business with German publishers in his native 
money. 

The executive work in connection with the 
Abrechnungsgenossenschaft is very slight and 
is being taken care of by the officers gratu- 
itously. Any expenses incurred by them in this 
connection, and any losses resulting from the 
failure of bookstores, are paid for by 2 tax 
determined by the Board of Directors and 
levied yearly on the publishers belonging to the 
Genossenschaft. The Allgemeine Creditanstalt 
is paid by the publishers for its services in the 
form of a small percentage on all transactions

their connections. In the second place, as a 
Leipzig bookman recently writing to one of 
his associates in New York said: “Many book- 
stores have been ‘making the greater part of 
their profits by waiting for the exchange to 
go down before paying for books which they 
sold when the value of Marks was higher. 
These stores will of course not subscribe to 
the Genossenschaft. On the other hand, a 
number of bookstores join for the simple 
reason that they do not want to be classed 
among those who-are slow in paying their 
bills.” 

The Abrechnungsgenossenschaft was first out- 
lined in the Bérsenblatt of January 16th, 1923. 
On February 16th, the Leipzig Bdérsenverein 
voted unanimously to subscribe to it in a body 
and it went into operation about the beginning 
of March. At that time its subscribers in- 
cluded 555 bookstores, 186 of. the biggest pub- 
lishers of Germany, and three associations 
including the entire Borsenverein. Whether 
it fails or whether it succeeds, as it has every 
appearance of doing, it will be an interesting 
experiment and will doubtless develop and test 
out for the benefit of the book-trade as a whole 
a number of new methods. One must regret 
that so worthy an undertaking must make its 
first efforts in the midst of such overwhelming 
disadvantages as face any business enterprise 
in Germany today. 

It is to.be hoped that the courage and 
resourcefulness that could conceive of 


putting into practical use such a plan as this 
will also ‘be able to carry 
summation.

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Canada Hits At U. S. in Copy- 
right Legislation 


ANADIAN | copyright legislation pro- 
C gressed a stage when on April 27, the 

House of Commons, in committee of 
the whole house, amended Bill No. 24, being an 
act to amend the Copyright Act, 1921, and re- 
ported it back to the House for its third 
reading. 

It will be recalled that the Copyright Act, 
1921, introduced a system of licenses, which 
made it possible for anyone, in the event of 
the holder of a copyright refusing to print his 
work in Canada or failing to supply the de- 
mand with books printed in Canada, to apply 
to the Minister of Trade and Commerce for a 
license to produce the work. This Act was 
néver proclaimed, for the reason that it pre- 
sumably did not conform to the requirements 
of the Berne Convention. 


Bill No. 24, introduced at the present session 
of Parliament, aimed, by eliminating the sec- 
tions of the Act of 1921, relating to licenses, 
to bring the measure within the requirements 
of the international convention. Its appear- 
ance, while satisfactory to Canadian authors, 
aroused strong opposition from Canadian 
printers and magazine publishers, who con- 
tended that a system of licenses, such as was 
proposed, was the only feasible way of forcing 
authors to recognize Canada as a market sepa- 
rate from the United States. 


The Government has now .made a conces- 
sion to the printing interests by introducing an 
amendment to Bill No. 24, which in effect 
restores the licensing clauses in the Act of 
1921, but stipulates that they shall not apply 
to the work of British authors, other than 
Canadians, or of authors of countries adhering 
to the Berne Convention. The amendment 
reads : 


“That Clause 2 of the bill be struck out and 
the following substituted therefor: 

“2. Sections thirteen, fourteen, fifteen and 
twenty-seven of the Cepyright Act, 1921, shall 
not apply to any work the author of which 
is a British subject, other than a Canadian 
citizen, or the subject or citizen of a country 
which has adhered to the convention and the 
additional protocol thereto set out in the sec- 
ond schedule to the said act.” 


There is apparently little doubt that this 
amendment, which was carried in committee 
by a vote of 55 to 34, will remove any ob- 
stacle to the inclusion of Canada in the Berne 
Convention, there being no printing require- 
ment of any kind imposed on the authors of 
these countries, but the difficult situation as 
between Canada and the United States which

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Hugh Lofting Outlines Children’s Book Need; 


LVA E. SMITH, chairman of the Chil- 

dren’s Librarian Section which is author- 

ized by the American Library Association 
to elect the winner of the John Newbery medal, 
presented the medal to Hugh Lofting at the 
recent meeting of the association at Hot 
Springs, Arkansas. ; 


In presenting the medal, Miss Smith said: 

“The underlying theme of these two meetings 
of the Children’s Librarians’ Section has been 
the mission of the children’s librarian—her 
value to the community in helping to develop 
the right kind of citizenship, her inspiring work 
in passing on to boys and girls the influence 
of fine literature. She is interested in preserv- 
ing for them all that is best in the literature 
of earlier generations, but she is also eager to 
search out and to discover the best thing that 
is being written for them today. 


“To write well for children is not the easy 
thing it is commonly supposed. It is really 
a supremely difficult art. The purpose of the 
John Newbery award is to encourage original 
and creative work in this field, to stimulate 
interest on the part of grown people, and to 
emphasize to the public that contributions to 
the literature for children deserve similar 
recognition to the poetry, the plays and the 
novels written for the older person. 


“It is especially appropriate that this medal 
should be called after the enterprising and 
philanthropic publisher of the 18th century who 
first saw the possibilities in children’s books 
and recognized that they were worthy of 
special and individual attention. The dis- 
tinguished men who were associated with him 
and who wrote the little flowery and gilt vol- 
umes of 150 years ago, hid themselves behind 
various ingenious and picturesque pseudonyms. 
Children’s books were held in such slight 
esteem that it was considered beneath their 
dignity to allow these trifling wares to appear 
under their own names. 


“It is significant of the change in attitude 
that today one may well feel proud to acknowl- 
edge the authorship of a successful child’s 
story, for when a book is not only of interest 
to children, but is original in conception, fine 
in workmanship, and artistically true, we all 
delight to honor the writer thereof. It is 
fitting, therefore, at the close of this. session, 
devoted especially to the reading interests of 
boys and girls, that we should award the medal 
to the author of the most distinguished con. 
tribution to American literature for children 
published during the year 1922. To the chil- 
dren’s librarians have been given the honor and 
the responsibility of determining the book to 
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receive this award. In their judgment ths 
book is “The Voyages of Doctor Dolittle” by 
Hugh Lofting. The children have already 
accepted, as one of their rightful friends, th 
kindhearted animal doctor who had such amar. 
ing experiences at home and in foreign parts 
and this second book has been written in te. 
sponse to the many requests for another story 
of the same kind.” 


In accepting the John Newbery Meda! 
Hugh Lofting stated that the writers oj 
children’s books should consider more care. 
fully the tastes of the children themselves an¢ 
that booksellers should consult the librarians 
as to which books children really prefer, These 
books ‘often are not to be found in bookstores 
at all. Children are interested in everything, 
yet there is a vast, number of fields that have 
not yet been touched by writers of children’s 
books. The worthless books that a grown 
person reads are at least his own choice, but 
a boy or girl has small chance to pick and 
choose. Highly colored and goody-goody books 
are read by children primarily because they 
are some grown person’s idea of what children 
prefer. The quality of books written for and 
given to children can be improved by giving 
more attention and publicity to the children’s 
own opinions about books. 


Bookselling in South Africa 


ee problem of supply and demand in South 
Africa is very different from that presented 
to the English bookseller, says a contributor in 
a March Publishers’ Circular and _ Book- 
sellers’ Record. Altho the area of the Union is 
equal to a very large part of Europe, there are 
but 134 million European inhabitants. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that even a_cheaply-priced 
volume can only have a limited sale. This does 
not mean that there is no demand for the cheap 
book in South Africa, but it does mean that 
the trade very speedily supplies the whole of 
the demand. The call in South Africa today 
is for a cheaper original edition rather than 
the cheap reprint. 


The number and quality of the bookshops to 
be found in the representative towns of the 
Union is astonishing. Many of these establish- 
ments would hold their own were they suddenly 
to find themselves dumped down overnight 10, 
say, Oxford Street or Piccadilly. Undoubtedly 
the South African bookseller has taken himself 
seriously for his stock is usually such as will 
meet most of the ordinary requirements of the 
intellectual reader.

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Scandinavian Book-Trade Conditions 


HE retail book-trade in Denmark was less 

affected in 1922 by the universal economic 

oppression than any other form of com- 
mercial enterprise in that country, according to 
a survey of book-trade conditions in Scandina- 
vian countries which was reported in the 
February 17th Publishers’ Circular and Book- 
sellers’ Record. However, in most cases the 
net results for the year were considerably 
below those of 1920, and probably not much 
better than those of 1921. During the present 
year the increasing taste for reading among 
the mass of the population, and the compara- 
tively small risk run owing to the great devel- 
opment of the “On Sale or Return” system 
will undoubtedly protect most firms from any 
losses worth mentioning. . Publishing costs 
are now 33 per cent lower than the highest 
point reached during the period 1920-1921, 
but the present prices are still 100 to 150 per 
cent higher than those of 1914. 

The Language and Literature Society is 
progressing steadily in its publication of the 
large “Dictionary of the Danish Language,” 
which corresponds to. some extent with the 
“Oxford Dictionary of the English Language.” 
“If Winter Comes” was one of the big suc- 
cesses of the year and Sigfrid Undset’s “The 
Cross” made a good record with 25,000 copies 
printed within a few months. 

Gyldendals, one of the foremost Danish 
publishing houses, deserves a great deal of 
credit for the good work which it is doing 
in making Scandinavian literature known in 
the large countries. The house has branches 
in both London and Berlin. From these large 
numbers of novels are published, which, as 
is remarked in a review of the firm’s works 
contained in the Manchester Guardian Weekly 
of January 5, “suggests that in the same place 
(Scandinavia) the modern. novel is being 
developed to the very finest purpose.” 

The Danish book-trade relations with Eng- 
land and France were sounder. English liter- 
ature, especially novels and such-like have 
now, as before, a very large market in Den- 
mark, and interest for English scientific and 
educational literature may be said to be, on 
the whole, increasing satisfactorily. French 
literature benefits by the low franc rate of 
exchange, but the interest for French books 
does not rest upon so broad a basis as the 
interest for English ones. The fact, too, that 
French books are generally very poorly got 
up does not assist their sale. 

In Sweden the last few months showed a 
creat improvement over the preceding period 
of great depression in the book-trade. The 
Christmas sale of books in Sweden reaches a 


culminating point such as is the case in few 
other countries. During the rest of the yea; 
the sale is relatively inconsiderable; ai] ; 
compressed into the last month before Chris. 
mas, when in two or three weeks books which 
have become popular may run into several new 
editions. The result is that the publisher ; 
induced or compelled to put off the production 
of his novelties until the week immediately 
preceding Christmas, when a flood of books 
rushes out over the country. That this js 
extremely injurious both to literature and the 
book-trade is evident. It has begun to be 
understood how destructive this method of 
procedure is. 

English—and to a minor degree American- 
books are taking a leading place among the 
books translated into Swedish. During the 
nineteenth and at the beginning of the present 
century Swedish literature was decidedly Ger- 
man in its tone but now English has taken the 
lead and French is less popular than formerly 
It would seem that English publishers should 
interest themselves more in the Swedish mar- 
ket. Of course a Swedish publisher can only 
pay a very small sum for the rights of trans- 
lation, especially when he has to pay a good 
translator highly. 

The Swedish authors are having a difficult 
time competing with the translated literature, 
which they consider encroaches on their own 
domains. They can not—with very few ex- 
ceptions—live only by their pens. Most of 
them have quite other occupations in civil 
life; they are officials, journalists, etc. It 
is the inevitable fate of those who write in a 
language with so small an area of distribu- 
tion. Neither have they publishers sufficiently 
far-sighted to understand how to obtain for 
them an extended circle of readers in a 
foreign language—such, for instance, as the 
Danish. In general, their productions are not 
perhaps of a sufficiently international type; 
they are too national in their tone to find 4 
public—say in England. But it seems that 
they more easily find people who can under- 
stand them in England than in France, which, 
to all intents and purposes, is absorbed in 
itself,

known in England, such as Strindberg, Selma 
Lagerléf, Ellen Key, Heidenstam, etc., there 
are a number of others who ought to be able 
to interest, for instance, Henning Berger, 
Ossiannilsson, Marika Stjernstedt, S. Siwertz, 
Elin Wagner, Frank Heller (the dis 
tinguished writer of tales of adventure), H.

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lishers’ Plates 


N important legal case will be before the 
Appellate Court of New York, next 
week in the suit of the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press against J. J. Little & Ives, for 
the value of a set of plates for Plato’s Dia- 

iocues which have been in their care for a 
number of years. Little & Ives disclaim the 

responsibility on the ground that there is 
no real protection for the publisher in deposit- 
ing plates with the printer, and besides this 
the plates have been idle for so long that 
the rights were outlawed by length of time. 

The decision on such a point will be of wide- 
reaching effects. in relations between publishers 
and their printers and if it proves that the 
printer is without real responsibility, there will 
be much checking up of publisher’s property 
on their part and methods sought would pre- 
vent such a situation. The Oxford case must 
rest largely on trade custom. The plates de- 
posited by the publishers are under bailiment 
of the first type producing a situation where 
the depositor’s merchandise is solely for the 
benefit of the bailor or publisher and the 
service is entirely gratuitous. Only in case 
of gross negligence could a bailor collect for 
losses. Bailiment of the second order covers 
situations where there are usually benefits and 
responsibilities, or where the storage is for 
hire. Publishers would naturally claim that 
plates on deposit fell under this class, as, while 
there is no storage paid, the printer has 
always recognized the fact that keeping the 
plates on deposit was of concrete trade value 
in obtaining future orders. In this case, the 
bailee or printer should be responsible to the 
limits of ordinary care. 

According to the Oxford University Press, 
ordinary care was not exercised. The set in- 
volved is the Jowett’s edition of Plato con- 
sisting of 3,407 electros and 72 boxes weigh- 
ing nearly four tons. Type was set by the 
DeVinne in 1892 and 1,000 sets printed. In 
1807 the Oxford Company took the plates 
over from DeVinne and in 1901 deposited 
them with J. J. Little & Company and had 
500 sets printed a few months later. In 1908 
there was another reprint of 500 sets and the 
sheets were kept and delivered bound on an 
average of about £o sets a year.

Censorship Crusade in Italy 


PARTY of young men, grouped. around 

a literary journal, intiated a while ago 
a campaign in favor of the moralization of 
Italian literature. This movement, says Aldo 
Sorani in the April 2 New York Evening Post, 
has grown to such proportions that no book 
that may by the greatest stretch of the imagin- 
ation be considered obscene is safe from the 
policemen who are acting as censors. The 
campaign was inaugurated by policemen hunt- 
ing in all the bookshops for the Italian edition 
of “La Garconne.” The sequestration of books 
has been carried out indiscriminately. . Ob- 
viously} policemen cannot be expected to have 
read much or widely. They have prohibited 
all books which seemed to them, judging by the 
titles or the pictures on the jackets, as likely 
to offend good taste or morality. Naturally, 


the Fascists have used the movement as an 
excuse to seize political books which they deem 
objectionable. Thus the works of Karl Marx 
and Nietzsche have been confiscated in many 
bookshops. The whole affair is an example of 
the ridiculous extreme to which such move- 
ments may be carried.

Bookcases and Bookshelves 


Selections reprinted from The House Beautiful, May, 1923 


VERY household possesses a collection 
of books, large or small, and the prob- 
lem of their most suitable arrangement 
must be solved, and in its solution the relative 
merits and advantages of different methods 
" keeping them must be reviewed. The usual 
bookcase, being movable, undoubtedly presents 
several very strong and forceful arguments 
lor its use. Designers of furniture have 
been highly successful in adapting for use as 
“ kcases countless designs of cabinets and 
her pieces of what is called ‘wall furniture,’ 
the bookcase appears in manifold forms 
which adapt it fer use with almost any of 
the period styles the home builder or furnisher 
likely to adopt. 


Built-in bookshelves are part of the house, 
and being part of the house they cease to 
furniture, while being finished to agree 
~— the walls or the finished woodwork of 
“ie room gives them an appearance of per- 
manence and stability which adds immeasur- 
ae their value and which underlies the 
ost universal use of built-in bookshelves 
one sort or another by architects and

trained interior decorators. The real value 
of such bookshelves can scarcely be realized 
until, say in a living-room, there has been 
built a set of shelves which has been painted 
or stained to match the rest of the wood- 
work and then filled with the family’s books. 
The room will immediately assume an air of 
friendly dignity, a livable, homelike quality 
which it may have hitherto lacked or else 
possessed in only a minor degree. 

Built-in bookshelves many well assume an 
importance which is of decided architectural 
value. In a form often used they are placed 
within the recesses at the sides of a chimney, 
created by the projecting of the chimney 
breast, in which case the tops of the shelves 
should ordinarily be on a level with the shelf 
of the mantel itself. In other instances 
bookshelves may be built at other points in 
a room—between two doors, or else to fill:a 
long wall space—but since the chimney- “piece, 
owing to its architectural importance, is al- 
ways the most important detail of a room, 
and should dominate its surroundings, it 
would be well to have low bookcases agree 
in height with the mantel. 
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Dealers Ban Erotic Books 


T a meeting of the Philadelphia Book- 

sellers’ Association on April 26, President 
MacGrath appointed a committee to draw up 
a resolution to be presented to American pub- 
lishers showing their attitude on erotic books. 
The committee consists of Walter Lewis, 
chairman; Peter Reilly and Harry Macllvane. 
The resolution will be presented to the Amer- 
ican Booksellers’ Association convention at 
Detroit. : 

Dr. Charles W. Burt, a specialist on nervous 
and mental diseases, told the meeting that the 
present tendency in literature is a symptom of 
mental and moral disorder. Frank V. Mac- 
Grath said that censorship will not remedy 
the condition, hut that united action on the 
part of booksellers in refusing to carry un- 
natural and erotic books would check the out- 
put of erotic and sensuous literature within 
six months. 

Legislation for the censoring of books is ab- 
solutely useless, Dr. Burr believes. An im- 
proper system of education is responsible for 
the demand for spicy stories, he said. The 
present system nezle:ts the development of the 
instinct for finer things in children. 


Mrs. Rinehart Not To Publish 


EWSPA/PER announcements that Mary 

Roberts Rinehart had incorporated for 
the purpose of “producing and writing books,” 
have created a wide-spread impression that 
Mrs. Rinehart would publish and distribute 
her own books in the future. Such an im- 
pression is entirely false; the novels, short 
stories and articles written by Mrs. Rinehart 
in the future, as in the past, will be published 
and distributed by book and magazine pub. 
lishers. 

The incorporation was filed at Wilmington, 
Delaware, with a capital of $500,000. The 
incorporators were Mary Roberts Rinehart, 
Stanley M. Rinehart, and William Gordan 
Buchanan. Mrs. Rinehart explained that the 
incorporation was formed so that the handling 
and marketing of her writings could be ac- 
complished in a more businesslike manner. 
Certain advantages are derived from operating 
as a corporation; 'Mrs, Rinehart will be re- 
lieved from personally attending to many 
minor details and will have more time for 
writing and home life. Legal and financial 
advantages are expected to result from being 
able to negotiate as one corporation with an- 
other. In effect, little real change is to be 
expected. For a long time Mrs. Rinehart’s 
husband and son have acted as her business 
agents. The incorporation merely formalizes 
a situation which has long existed informally. 
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Friendly Reviewing 


N editorial in the Literary Review 0; the

“It is our opinion in regard to reviewing 
that really biassed reviews are apt to be writ. 
ten against, rather than in support of, the 
book discussed. 

“That there is such a thing as literary log- 
rolling, having some analogy to political log. 
rolling, few would deny, tho little emoly- 
ment could, in the very nature of things, te 
directly involved. We cannot remember a 
case in recent years of a book poverty- 
stricken in both style and content having 
been touted by book reviewers into even 
momentary fame. We can, on the contrary, 
remember a number of cases of books de- 
cidedly worth attention that became the sub- 
ject both of strenuous adherence and strenu- 
ous opposition. And in any such situation 
it was not long before cries of “clique in- 
terest” were bandied back and forth. 

“Groups there undoubtedly are and cliques 
there are, groups of those who believe most 
strongly in certain kinds of literary experi- 
mentation, conservative groups who contend 
against what they considér literary evils. And 
all writers have their own circle of friends. 
But from long observation we believe that 
the type of person who will bestow praise 
for ulterior motives to be more rare in the 
profession of letters than in most professions. 
Good writing is of many kinds and in it many 
different elements may be praised without 
falsity. Keen appraisal of a new book that 
trims the scales of praise and blame wt 
absolute nicety will always remain a com- 
parative rarity in the vast output of con- 
temporary book reviewing that struggles to 
keep pace with the equally enormous output 
of books. But charges of self-interest and 
clique interest demand considerable weighing 
before they can be judiciously made. After 
all, writers of repute are, as a general rule, 
engaged in lines of thought rather far re- 
moved from petty publicity dodges, and 
modern reviewing, despite its being susceptible 
of much qualitative improvement, is but rarely 
as venal as has sometimes been suspected.

Little Talks With the Sales Force

XXVIL. 
R. BROWN called the meeting to order 
M with his usual little flourish which 
almost always consisted of a medita- 
tive turning of the leaves in the famous 
little black notebook. 

“This evening,” he said, “we will go on 
from where we left 
of last week. We 
will discuss the mat- 
ter of turnover and 
I will try to show 
you how important it 
is in store operation. 
| will try to indicate 
where you have a 
part in achieving 
turnover, for I be- 
lieve that turnover is 
by no means a mat- 
ter exclusively of 
fnancing and buying, 
but that proper. sell- 
ing enters into the 
question, too. Then 
again the question of 
securing proper turn- 
over has its relation 

the matter of 
profits and herein I think we have the great- 
est difficulty in maintaining the right bal- 
ance. I do think we are more likely to 
err in going after extra discounts and by 
so doing placing in stock quantities that last 
too long than we are to buy in too small 
quantities and secure faster turnover. at the 
cost of a greater profit that we might have 
made by proper anticipation. of our needs. 

“Here is an example: We have a new book 
that is selling very steadily. We buy it in 
lots of twenty-five. Shortly we have placed 
four such orders. Now we have had very 
tapid turnover, but we have sacrificed the 
several cents extra profit that we might have 
made on each book by ordering. the- entire 
one hundred at once. But it is very much 
fasier to sin the other way and allow the 
lure of greater discounts to induce us to 
place orders for stock that will last us so 
song that it cuts the very deuce with turn- 
ver, 

“Here is another example: A very popular 
author published a new book about two 
years ago. We bought a hundred copies 

ot it. Well, the other day I was looking

over our records and found that we had 
never placed a re-order. On the contrary, 
we still had remaining on hand seventeen 
copies of the original one hundred.

“There’s one book 
that won’t ever get back in stock,” he said 
smilingly, indicating the entries he had made. 

“*There is no phase of store management 
so misunderstood as turnover,’ Mr. Brown 
read. “And that’s absolutely true,” he went 
on, “and this likewise: “There is no. phase 
of running a store which so directly affects 
profit as this same turnover.’ That's a 
pretty strong expression, isn’t it? .But I 
think that Whitehead has good grounds for 
his judgement. To go on: ‘turnover means 
the receiving and disposing of something’. 
Simple enough! All right. ‘The rate of turn- 
over means the number of times certain com- 
modities are bought and sold within a given 
period of time.’ Do you get that?” 

Several nodded, but Miss Belleville looked 
a little doubtful, so Mr. Brown read the 
sentence again with increased emphasis. 

“So,” he went on, “we must distinctly bear 
in mind that our author tells us that turn- 
over refers to goods and not to the value, of 
goods, It is the merchandise that is turned 
over, not the money that you receive for it. 
The big trouble in getting this matter. of 
turnover right in our minds is confusion of

cost and selling price, profit and a whole 
lot of things. That would be a very easy 
mistake to make. In fact, it is made 
every day by those who don’t analyze 
very closely. My stock, we will say, cost me 
$10,000. My year’s sales were $80,000; there- 
fore my turnover has been eight times.” 

“Yes,” said Miss Porter. 

“No,” said Miss Lister, while one or two 
seemed doubtful. 

“No,” said Mr. Brown. “Let us assume 
for the sake of even figures that I sold the 
stock for twenty thousand dollars. I bought 
it for ten, sold it for twenty. My sales were 
eighty. Very well then, I have actually sold 
my stock four times. And that is the turn- 
over—the number of times you sell your 
whole stock. Now some items we sell a 
dozen times or more; some once or not even 
once. So the turnover becomes the average 
rate at which we sell all of the stock we 
have. Mr. Melcher wrote me once that he 
had seen books in stores that he ventured 
to say had been there at least twenty years. 
Such merchandising is taking little or no 
account of turnover and usually comes from 
a hesitancy about taking the first loss which 
is, after all, always the smallest one. 

“We had a sale last January that ripped 
out hundreds of these ragged veterans and 
did a good deal to speed up our turnover. 
also did a good deal to speed up our turnover. 
And we will continue to have sales and spe- 
cials and anything else we can think of that 
will take the old-timers off our shelves. I 
don’t need to go into the accounting meth- 
ods that are necessary to secure a reason- 
ably accurate knowledge of what turnover 
has been secured. Sufficient to say that it 
is always necessary to compare cost figures 
and cost figures or else sales figures and 
sales figures and never mix the two. Now 
we come to the relationship of the sales force 
to turnover. 

“I wanted to go over this matter with you 
because. I believe you are entitled to have 
some understanding of the major problems 
in the business. We expect you to help us 
solve them and you must know what they 
are. Everyday, every one of us is in a posi- 
tion to speed up turnover. How? By sug- 
gestive salesmanship, for one thing. Every 
additional book sold is a help in increasing 
turnover. Then we can so use our sales- 
manship that we keep the stock moving. We 
can avoid selling out of a few items and 
having the rest of the stock stand still—that 
is better salesmanship, too. 

“IT remember once a salesman pointed to 
a pile of books and said to me, ‘Bought too 
many, eh?’ 

“ ‘No,’ 


I replied, ‘sold too few.’ Then 
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we had a meeting on that book ang got 
it going. So, turnover is just as much tied 
up with proper selling as it is with Proper 
buying and proper financing. I look to yoy 
for advice in placing advance orders and 
re-orders, so I want you to understand this 
matter. I am going to place a copy of this 
book in Miss Belleville’s charge and you may 
each utilize a half hour’s time during the 
week to read that chapter thoroly, make notes 
and report to my office prepared to tell me 
what you know about turnover. 


“Now, there is just one more meeting be- 
fore the convention. They’ve got a good 
program lined up, and I’m sure I’m in jor 
a good time. I will give you a thoro report 
on it if it takes two meetings. Next week 
we will clean up some odds and ends and 
Miss Temple can report about the short 
stories. 

“The meeting on May 17th will be in charge 
of Miss Lister; she can discuss any topic she 
likes, either of a business or a literary 
nature. 


“Later on, we will have other meetings 
led by the various members of the staff. And 
here is a real surprise for you: early in 
June we will have the annual staff dinner. 
I won’t say more now, but it will be a big 
affair.

Dr. Rosenbach Brings Rare Book 
Treasure 


R. A. S. W. ROSENBACH, the Philadel- 

phia book coliector, returned from Europe 
on the White Star liner, Olympic, April 25, 
brought with him rare early English books and 
manuscripts valued at nearly $1,250,000. Dr. 
Rosenbach had been in England and France 
since February, accompanied by A. Edward 
Newton, author oi “Amenities of Book Col- 
lecting,” and Seymour de Ricci of Paris, both 
well-known collectors. On the way across, 
Dr. Rosenbach, who is a noted authority on 
books, said he evoked the medium of the radio 
successfully to negotiate the purchase of the 
Gutenberg Bible from James W. Ellsworth 
of 12 East Sixty-ninth Street. 


Among the purchases made by Dr. Rosenhach 
were 154 letters written by General Montcalm 
in 1750, telling of the events that led up to 
the cession of Canada to the British. Another 
prize brought back by Dr. Rosenbach was 4 
copy of the “Laws of New York,” the first 
collection of them in book form, published by 
William Bradford in 1604. The other pur- 
chases consisted mostly of fifteenth and six-- 
teenth century editions and manuscripts in 
English, French and Italian. 
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A poOK PUBLISHER, a literary critic and an 
author of popular novels are the leading char- 
acters in Lee Wilson Dodd’s new comedy, “The 
Changelings,” which opened April 16 at the 
Broad Street Theater in Philadelphia. 


Ten Montus Down AND AROUND the South- 
ern tip of South America in a rebuilt thirty- 
joot life boat is the subject of a travel and ad- 
venture book which Rockwell Kent, one of 
America’s foremost painters, has written about 
his latest experience. Many illustrations by the 
author will be an important feature of the 
work.

ARTHUR TRAIN, AUTHOR OF 
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Obituary Notes 
EMERSON HOUGH 


EMERSON. Hovucu, author and frontiersman, 
died April: 30, at Evanston, Illinois, at the age 
of sixty-six. He was operated on for in- 
testinal trouble April 28. His health had not 
been good since his long illness in 1920. 

Hough was born June 28, 1857 at Newton, 
Iowa. He attended the state university and 
then returned to Newton where he practised 
law for a short time. He then went to White 
Oaks, New Mexico, a frontier town. He had 
already traveled over many parts of the Far 
West when in 1895 he made a thoro exploration 
of Yellowstone Park. As a result of this trip 
and of Hough’s efforts Congress enacted a law 
for the protection and preservation of the few 
buffalo then remaining in the Park. 

It was in 1895 that Hough’s first work, “The 
Singing: Mouse Stories,” was published. After 
that he devoted most of his time to writing. 
His reputation and popularity are based on the 
following books: “The Mississippi Bubble,” 
“Fifty-four Forty or Fight,” “The Story of 
the Cowboy,” “The Girl at the Half-way 
House,” “The Story of the Outtlaw,” and 
“The Covered Wagon.” The motion picture 
version of “The Covered Wagon” is one of 
the artistic and successful pictures of the year.

N a London court, an author, Mrs. Elizabeth 

K. Stratton-Smith sued Arthur H. Stock- 
well, a London publisher because he had not 
bound up all the books that she expected were 
to be included in the edition. The book was 
to be at her expense. The defendant had 
printed 2,000 copies but bound up only 150, as 
that was all the demand called for. The con- 
tract provided that he should print “and duly 
bind” 2,000 copies. The court ruled that it 
was a trade custom to leave books unbound 
until called for, and therefore the defendant 
was not at fault. That the amount involved 
was only thirty-four pounds seems, to those 
familiar with what such American publishers 
charge for issues at authors’ expense, a very 
small total indeed.

The April issue of The Bookman’s Journal 
contains an article, which is to be continued, 
on “The Rare Books of Freemasonry,” by 
Lionel Vibert. The Grand Lodge of England 
was formed in 1717 and it appears that the 
first masonic book published in English was 
Roberts’s “The Old Constitutions,” in 1722. 
The Freemasons have possessed in manuscript, 
even since the fifteenth century, documents con- 
taining what purported to be a history of the 
Order, and a set of ordinances comparable to 
those of a Guild. Versions actually made in the 
fifteenth, sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
have come down to us to-day. Roberts's “Old 
Constitutions,” was a printed version of such 
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manuscript and of this pamphlet only 


is known to exist, which is in the 
1e Grand Lodge of lowa.

Several pages of manuscripts of Poe were 
deposited in the museum of the Edgar Allan 
Poe Shrine at Richmond, Va., recently, and 
heir acquisition was announced on April 26, 
when the first annual exercises commemorating 
the dedication of the shrine were held. The 
gift, announced as “an indefinite loan” of the 
valuable papers was made by Merrill Griswold 
of Cambridge, Mass., on behalf of himself and 
Roger and Anna Griswold, grandchildren of 
the Rev. Rufus W. Griswold, Poe’s first editor 
and biographer. A number of letters from 
Poe’s admirers thruout the country were read. 
In one of these President Harding said he had 
“long been a particular admirer of the literary 
productions of Poe’s genius, and had much 
satisfaction in recent years in the universal 
recognition which had come to this American 
master of good English.” 


Dr. Rosenbach’s return from across the At- 
lantic was heralded by the entire press of this 
city. In an interview, he said while. on the 
Atlantic going east he completed negotiations 
for the purchase of the Gutenberg Bible and he 
remarked that this was the first instance on 
record of a work of such importance being 
bought by radio. Several collections in Eng- 
land, France and Italy were acquired by Dr. 
Rosenbach, including 154 letters written by 
Gen. Montcalm in 1759, telling of events re- 
sulting in the British possessions of Canada. 
One of the letters was the last written by the 
gallant soldier the day before he was killed, 
giving directions to his soldiers. Other pur- 
chases were unpublished letters of Dr. Johnson, 
early letters of Keats, Shelley, Thackeray, and 
Dickens; a copy of “Hero and Leander,” by 
Marlowe and Chapman, published in 1598, a 
large collection of early English poetry and a 
copy of one of New York’s earliest books, the 
first laws of New York printed by William 
Bradford in 1694. Dr. Rosenbach’s purchases, 
at private and public sale, are estimated at 
$1,250,000. 


Under the title “Happy Hunting Grounds of 
Antique Lovers,” George H. Sargent discusses 
the quaint interest furnished by a collection of 
old newspapers in an illustrated article in the 
April number of Antiques. Nearly everybody, 
he says, “who has an old house and old posses- 
‘ions, gathered and carefully preserved by their 
ancestors thru generations, will find stowed 
‘Way—usually ih a dark corner of the attic— 
at least one bundle of old newspapers. ... It 
'S Sate to say that any copy of a newspaper 
Published before the date of 1780 is of value 
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and ought to be preserved for itself, regardless 
of its illuminating contents.... Any news- 
paper published at the time of the Revolution 
is bound té be historically interesting. Particu- 
larly is this true of the papers published in 
smaller cities and outside of the field of mili- 
tary operations, for they contain much that is 
not written in histoties. Of later papers— 
those appearing during the nineteenth century 
—much of the value rests in the contents, altho 
each number of a newspaper of the last century 
is worth preserving to complete files. Issues 
of papers following the Revolution, while con- 
taining less information for the student of 
antiques, are no less valuable to the student of 
manners and customs, keeping pace with the 
changing fashion of the day. The old Boston 
Evening Transcript of June 20, 1834, has its 
inside pages printed with turned rules, and an 
article announcing the death of Lafayette, just 
one month previously, at Paris. There is 
plenty of other curious information, especially 
that relating to early stage, railroad and steam- 
boat transportation, in this issue of a Boston 
paper which is still very much in existence. 
This issue contained only four pages, each 15 
by 11% inches in size. The first papers pub- 
lished in the Western states bring considerable 
prices, being valued for their first-hand and 
generally reliable historical material. A file 
of the first newspaper printed in California, 
The Californian, published at Monterey, 1846- 
47, would be worth hundreds of dollars, as 
single numbers recently have been sold at 
auction for ten dollars or more each. In every 
instance, however, the value of a single early 
number of a newspaper depends upon three 
important factors: its contents, its importance 
in completing some fiie, and its condition.”
